Phillips  Academy  welcomes  you  to 
a school  as  old  as  the  Nation  it  serves 
and  unsurpassed  in  its  history  and  the 
wealth  of  its  traditions.  The  last  act 
of  The  Great  and  General  Court,  be- 
fore that  distinguished  body  was 
merged  in  the  State  government,  was 
that  which  incorporated  the  school  and 
gave  it  the  rare  distinction  of  being 
the  first  incorporated  institution  of  its 
kind  in  the  land.  Because  of  his  per- 
sonal friendship  with  the  founder  and 
his  belief  in  its  ideals,  President  Wash- 
ington became  one  of  its  first  patrons 
and  sent  to  it  from  far  away  Virginia 
seven  of  his  nephews  and  grand-neph- 
ews.

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The  fame  which  Phillips  Academy  so 
justly  enjoys  today  has  been  made  pos- 
sible and  has  been  contantly  enhanced 
by  those  who,  as  pupils,  teachers,  ad- 
ministrators, and  benefactors,  have 
served  it  with  unselfish  devotion.  It 
is  now  your  privilege  not  only  to  enjoy 
what  has  been  made  possible  for  you 
by  the  labors  and  sacrifices  of  those  ! 
who  have  gone  before  but  to  add  to 
the  lustre  and  increase  the  renown  of 
an  institution  that  demands  of  you  that 
you  shall  give  it  your  best  by  devotion 
to  the  tasks  assigned  you,  by  cheerful 
obedience  to  such  regulations  as  are 
deemed  necessary  for  the  common  wel- 
fare, by  living  clean  and  playing  fair, 
and  by  striving  to  uphold  those  ideals 
of  conduct  and  character  that  have 
meant  so  much  to  thousands  of  old 
Phillips  boys  who  now  hand  them  on 
to  you.

THE  SESQUICENTENNIAL 

The  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  the  founding  of  the  Acad- 
emy will  be  observed  this  May.  The 
central  committee  in  charge  is  com- 
posed of  the  president  of  the  Board 
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of  Trustees,  the  Principal,  Prdfessor 
Charles  H.  Forbes,  and  Dr.  Claude  M. 
Fuess.  It  was  during  the  War  of  the 
Revolution  that  the  Constitution  and 
Deeds  of  Trust  were  signed  by  the 
founders,  Hon.  Samuel  Phillips  and 
Dr.  John  Phillips,  on  April  21,  1778. 

INQUIRY  RECEPTION 

The  first  gathering  of  the  year  is 
the  annual  reception  held  by  the  Society 
of  Inquiry  for  all  new  men  the  first 
Sunday  night  after  the  opening  of 
school.  Speeches  are  made  by  heads 
of  the  different  campus  activities,  pub- 
lications, music,  etc.  Not  only  do  the 
new  men  require  a firmer  knowledge 
of  all  the  extra-curriculum  pursuits,  but 
they  also  receive  the  opportunity  of 
meeting  and  talking  with  the  school 
leaders.  Refreshments  are  served.

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VT he  term  '‘hold-off”  means  that  du- 
ring the  first  six  weeks  of  school,  a 
man  who  has  such  an  agreement  with 
one  society  shall  do  nothing  definite 
with  any  other  for  a period  of  two 
weeks.  Thereafter  the  “hold-off”  pro- 
hibits a man  from  having  any  relations 
at  all  with  any  society  other  than  the 
one  with  which  he  has  the  agreement 
for  two  weeks.  At  the  end  of  two 
weeks,  the  man  is  free  to  accept  any 
pledge  or  “hold-off”. 

The  “closed”  houses  are  closed  to  all 
except  members  of  the  society  and  peo- 
ple over  preparatory  school  age.  They 
are:  A G C,  A U V,  and  K O A. 
The  “open”  houses,  E D P,  F L D, 
P A E,  P B X,  and  P L S,  are  open 
to  all. 

COMBINED  MUSICAL  CLUBS 

Glee  Club,  Choir,  Orchestra,  Mando- 
lin Club 

Under  the  heading  “Combined  Musi- 
cal Clubs”  are  included  the  Glee  Club, 
Choir,  Orchestra,  and  Mandolin  Club. 
A particular  impetus  to  the  clubs  is  the 
annual  concert  with  Exeter,  which  takes 
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place  about  the  end  of  the  Winter  term. 
Trips  are  also  made  to  Bradford  Acad- 
emy and  Rogers  Hall. 

The  Glee  Club  and  Choir  are  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Pfatteicher.  In- 
dividual tryouts  are  held  early  in  the 
Fall  term.  Rehearsals  are  held  twice 
a week,  the  first  and  second  tenors  re- 
hearsing on  Monday  evenings,  the  first 
and  second1  basses  on  Thursday  even- 
ings, and  the  full  choir  on  Friday  even- 
ings, all  at  7 o’clock.  Members  of  the 
choir  are  allowed  one  chapel  cut  a week 
or  one  athletic  cut  a week,  or  they  may 
allow  the  choir  to  count  as  one  hour 
on  their  scedule,  or  may  receive  50 
cents  a week  as  compensation.  The 
Glee  Club  is  composed  of  members  of 
the  Choir. 

The  Orchestra  is  also  directed  by  Dr. 
Pfatteicher.  It  is  made  up  of  all  the 
available  orchestral  instruments.  Re- 
hearsals are  held  every  Wednesday 
evening. 

The  Mandolin  Club  is  directed  by 
Mr.  Handley.  It  consists  of  about 
thirty  pieces  and  rehearses  Monday  and 
Thursday  evenings  in  the  Archaeology 
building.  Tryouts  are  held  immediately' 
after  the  opening  of  the  school  year. 

The  student  officers  consist  of  a Pre- 
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sident,  a Secretary,  and  a Treasurer. 
Mr.  Guy  H.  Eaton  is  Faculty  Trea- 
surer and  adviser. 

Jazz  Band 

An  organization  that  has  recently  be- 
come an  important  feature  of  the 
school’s  social  life  is  the  Jazz  Band. 
This  organization  is  not  a member  of 
the  Combined  Musical  Clubs,  and  is 
formed  and  supported  by  the  students 
themselves.  For  the  last  four  years, 
extremely  good  Jazz  Bands  have  been 
turned  out.  Some  of  its  important 
engagements  consist  of  furnishing  popu- 
lar music  at  the  school  movies  Saturday 
nights  during  the  Winter  and  Sprb 
terms,  at  fraternity  dances,  prom  tea- 
dances,  Musical  Club  trips,  etc.  This 
organization  also  offers  opportunity  to 
the  ambitious  scholarship  musician,  as 
there  is  considerable  pecuniary  profit  to 
be  gained.  The  “P.  A.  Riveters”,  last 
year’s  Band,  enjoyed  continued  popu- 
larity and  success. 

PROMS 

There  are  two  Proms  during  tjhe 
school  year,  one  in  February  and  the 
other  in  June.  The  February  Prom 
is  the  Senior  Prom,  run  by  a commit- 
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tee  elected  by  the  class.  It  is  customary 
either  to  give  a tea-dance  in  the  Pea- 
body House  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
Prom,  or  a breakfast  dance  on  the  mor- 
ning following.  In  June,  a committee 
of  Upper  Middlers  runs  the  Junior 
Prom.  This  is  held  Commencement 
night. 


INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

Students  wishing  instruction  in  or- 
gan playing  or  piano  playing  may  con- 
fer with  Dr.  Pfatteicher  after  chapel 
services. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Handley  will  be  at  the  Ar- 
chaeology Building  on  Monday  Thurs- 
day and  Friday  to  give  instruction  in 
guitar,  mandolin,  and  banjo  playing. 

ATHLETICS 

Undergraduate  Treasurer 

The  office  of  Undergraduate  Treas- 
urer is  held  by  a Senior  or  a Non- 
Returning  Upper  Middler.  He  is  ap- 
pointed by  the  Advisory  Board.  The 
duties  of  this  officer  are  to  act  as  sec- 
retary of  the  Advisory  Board  and  the 
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Athletic  Council,  and  to  be  general  su- 
pervisor of  all  matters  pertaining  to 
Varsity  athletics. 

The  Athletic  Council 

The  Athletic  Council  is  made  up  of 
the  captains  and  managers  of  all  the 
branches  of  athletics  in  school,  the  Un- 
dergraduate Treasurer,  and  the  Phy- 
sical Director.  Its  powers  are  purely 
advisory ; it  has  no  legislative  or  ex- 
ecutive power. 

Manager  Competitions 

Any  student  who  has  been  in  school 
at  least  one  year  may  at  the  beginning 
of  his  Upper  Middle  year  hand  in  his 
name  to  the  Undergraduate  Treasurer 
in  competition  for  the  managership  of 
a Varsity  sport. 

These  names  have  to  be  approved 
by  the  Faculty,  and,  after  the  approval 
of  the  Faculty,  names  are  voted  on  by 
the  school.  The  twenty  highest  men 
choose  in  order,  according  to  the  num- 
ber of  votes  they  secured,  the  particu- 
lar sport  of  which  they  wish  to  be  as- 
sistant manager.  In  this  way  there 
are  two  assistant  managers  for  each 
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branch  of  athletics  except  soccer, 
wrestling,  fencing,  and  tennis.  After 
the  season  of  any  sport  closes,  the 
two  assistant  managers  are  voted 

on  by  the  school  for  the  managership. 
The  one  obtaining  the  highest  number 
of  votes  becomes  manager  for  the  next 
season. 

Special  Managerships 

As  the  Varsity  sports  of  soccer, 

wrestling,  and  tennis  require  no  assist- 
ant managers,  the  managers  of  these 
three  sports  are  elected  directly  from 
the  student  body.  Candidates  are  self- 
nominated  and  are  called  for  by  the 

Undergraduate  Treasurer.  Wrestling, 
Fencing,  and  Tennis  managers  are 
elected  from  the  senior  class  at  the 
beginning  of  each  year.  The  soccer 

manager  is  elected  during  the  Spring 
term  of  a man’s  Upper  Middle  year. 

Insignia 

In  an  early  issue  of  the  Phillipian 
during  the  Fall  term  there  will  appear 
a complete  table  of  all  insignia  award- 
ed by  the  school. 
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Gym  Test 


During  the  winter  term  a gym  test 
is  required  by  the  Physical  Director. 
There  are  five  events  in  this  gym  test : 
the  half-mile  run,  the  100-yd.  swim,  the  ; 
high  jump  (4  ft.  3 in.),  the  rope  climb 
(18  ft.),  the  thigh  flexion  (12).  Each  j 
one  of  the  events  counts  20%  towards  j 
the  final  mark  of  100%.  Anyone 
having  a grade  of  less  than  70%  is  I 
barred  from  further  athletics  during  the  j 
winter  until  this  required  percentage  is 
reached.  It  is  also  required  that  each 
man  at  least  score  in  each  event  in  or- 
der to  get  his  70%. 

Numerals 

Class  numerals  are  awarded  to  all 
members  of  winning  club  teams.  The 
winners  in  the  three  major  sports  ob- 
tain the  regular  numerals,  while  the 
winners  in  minor  sports  receive  the 
numerals  with  the  letters  standing  for 
that  sport  between  the  19  and  the  rest 
of  the  numeral.  Thus  19  ST  28  is  the 
insignia  for  a member  of  the  winning 
swimming  squad  who  belongs  to  the 
Class  of  1928. 
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The  same  major  and  minor  sport  nu- 
merals are  awarded  to  all  members  of 
varsity  squads  who  remain  on  the 
squads  through  the  entire  season. 
Track  is  an  exception:  to  earn  nume- 
rals it  is  required  to  do  in  a numeral 
meet  certain  specified  times  or  distances 
in  a special  event. 


Winter  Instruction 

Boxing  and  wrestling  instruction  is 
given  throughout  the  winter  term,  and 
club  teams  are  formed.  The  rate  for 
each  is  $15. 


Life  Saving 

Early  in  the  Spring  term  a course 
of  about  two  weeks  is  given,  under  the 
direction  of  a Red  Cross  instructor,  in 
life  saving  and  resuscitation.  The  first 
part  of  the  period  is  devoted  to  in- 
struction, while  the  latter  part  is  filled 
with  tests,  the  pupils  being  graded  by 
student  instructors.  All  those  who  pass 
these  tests  are  awarded  a pin  and  the 
felt  insignia  to  be  worn  on  their 
bathing  suits. 
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Riding 

Riding  may  be  taken  as  a sport 
throughout  the  entire  year.  The  rate 
is  $1.50  an  hour,  though  there  are 
greatly  reduced  rates  for  those  taking 
it  for  two  weeks,  for  a month,  or  for  a 
term.  The  riding  stables  are  located 
on  Salem  St. 

Golf 

Last  year  golf  became  a recognized 
sport  in  school.  At  the  beginning  of 
every  Spring  term  club  teams  are 
formed,  and  later  in  the  season,  men 
are  selected  to  represent  a school  team 
to  play  Exeter.  The  course  is  situated 
in  Shawsheen  Village.  Arrangements 
are  made  with  the  Morrissey  Taxi  Co. 
for  transportation.  All  men  not  on  the 
squad,  to  play  at  Shawsheen  must  take 
an  out-of-town  excuse.

Students  may  not  keep  motor  vehicles 
of  any  kind  during  the  school  year, 
including  the  period  of  examinations. 
Students  may  not  drive  motor  ve- 
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hides  at  any  time  within  school 
bounds,  without  special  permission  from 
the  Principal. 

THE  GRILL 

In  the  Grill  one  may  obtain  food 
between  the  hours  of  8.00  and  9.30  a.m., 
12.30  and  1.30  p.m.,  and  6.00  to  7.00 
p.m.  on  week  days.  The  soda  fountain 
is  open  from  8.00  to  9.30  a.m.,  from 
12.00  noon  to  4.00  p.m.,  and  from  6.00 
to  8.00  p.m. 

SENIOR  PRIVILEGES 

Seniors  are  allowed  certain  privileges, 
but  they  are  not  given  to  the  new  men 
until  the  winter  term.  These  are  the 
privileges : 

Smoking  along  the  senior  fence. 

Returning  from  week-ends  at  eight- 
thirty  on  Sunday  instead  of  five-fifteen. 

SCHOLARSHIP 
Ratings  and  Examinations 

Regular  scholarship  ratings  shall  be 
taken  as  follows : at  the  end  of  each 
term;  in  the  Fall  term,  on  the  fourth 
Wednesday  preceding  the  Exeter  foot- 
ball game;  on  a date  approximately 
midway  between  the  first  rating  and  the 
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end  of  the  Fall  term;  at  the  middle  of 
the  Winter  and  Spring  terms.  Examina- 
tions for  these  mid-term  ratings  occur 
during  the  regular  class  recitation  pe- 
riods. In  addition  to  these,  examina- 
tions are  held  during  the  last  week  of 
every  term,  which  are  conducted  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  rating  examina- 
tions. By  special  vote  of  the  Faculty 
the  last  four  days  of  the  Fall  and  Win- 
ter terms  are  set  aside  for  examinations. 
All  recitations,  athletics,  and  extra- 
curriculum activities  cease  during  the 
examination  period,  the  time  being 
given  over  to  study  periods  and  exam- 
inations. Morning  chapel  and  study 
hour  restrictions  remain  in  effect  dur- 
ing this  period. 

Reports  are  mailed  to  the  parents  of 
students  having  scholarship  conditions, 
or  marks  of  80%  or  over,  immediately 
following  the  mid-term  “ratings”,  and 
a full  scholarship  report  of  each  stu- 
dent is  also  sent  at  the  close  of  every 
term. 

Honor  Roll 

Any  student  having  no  grade  lower 
than  82%  and  a grade  of  at  least  92% 
in  half  the  number  of  his  hours  is 
placed  on  the  First  Honor  Roll.  Any 
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one  with  an  average  of  85%  in  all  his 
subjects  and  no  grade  lower  than  72% 
stands  on  the  Second  Honor  Roll.  Ex- 
tra time  at  the  end  of  the  holidays  is 
granted  to  men  who  are  on  either  of 
the  Honor  Rolls. 

SCHOLARSHIP  RULE 
Probation 

A 1.  A student  can  be  placed  on  pro- 
bation for  serious  deficiencies  in  schol- 
arship at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 
This  action  is  to  indicate  to  the  student 
that  he  is  in  danger  of  being  dropped 
from  school  at  any  time  by  Faculty 
vote  unless  an  immediate  and  perma- 
nent improvement  is  made. 

2.  Probation  for  deficiencies  in 
scholarship  shall  be  imposed  at  regular 
scholarship  ratings,  and  shall  not  con- 
tinue for  more  than  two  rating-periods. 
A student  failing  to  secure  release  from 
scholarship  probation  which  has  con- 
tinued for  two  rating-periods  shall  be 
dropped  from  the  school. 

3.  A student  who  has  secured  re- 
lease from  scholarship  conditions  shall 
pot  be  placed  on  such  probation  a 
second  time  either  during  the  same 
school  vear  or  at  the  end  of  the  samo 
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school  year,  but  shall  be  dropped  if  his 
standing  is  such  that  it  warrants  action 
for  probation. 

4.  A student  on  probation  for  de- 
ficiencies in  scholarship  may  be  re- 
leased from  probation  only  at  regular 
scholarship  ratings. 

“No  Excuse” 

B 1.  All  students  reported  at  any  reg- 
ular scholarship  rating  as  having  con- 
ditions in  more  than  eight  hours,  not 
including  conditions  which  are  starred 
when  reported,  shall  be  placed  on  the 
“No-Ex/cuse”  list.  A student  placed 
on  the  “No-Excuse”  list  in  accordance 
with  this  provision  shall  be  removed 
from  “No-Excuse1”  discipline  at  any 
regular  scholarship  rating  if  found  to 
have  conditions  in  no  more  than  eight 
hours,  and  he  shall  be  removed  from 
the  “No-Excuse”  list  only  at  a reg- 
ular scholarship  rating  or  at  the  spe- 
cial rating  for  students  on  the  “No- 
Excuse”  list,  taken  two  weeks  after 
the  first  rating  of  the  fall  term. 

2.  A student  may  be  placed  on  the 
“No-Excuse”  list  at  any  time  by  Facul- 
ty vote  for  deficiencies  in  scholarship 
which  merit  special  action.  He  may 
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be  removed  from  such  “No-Excuse” 
discipline  by  Faculty  vote,  blit  only 
at  a regular  scholarship  rating. 

3.  All  conditions  due  to  (absences 
or  to  late  entrance  to  courses  shall  be 
starred  when  reported,  but  no  con- 
ditions shall  be  starred  because  of  late 
entrance  to  a course  for  any  student 
who  has  entered  the  course  two  weeks 
or  more  before  any  regular  scholarship 
rating.  Any  starred  condition  or 
bracketed  passing  grade  may  be  re- 
ported by  an  instructor  at  any  time 
as  having  become  a real  condition,  to 
be  recorded  as  such.  The  student  con- 
cerned shall  then  be  placed  on  the  “No- 
Excuse”  list  if  he  is  found  to  have 
conditions  in  more  than  eight  hours, 
this  number  of  conditions  being  de- 
termined by  his  record  at  the  last  pre- 
ceding scholarship  rating,  including  as 
a condition  the  grade  substituted  for 
the  one  first  reported  as  starred  or 
bracketed. 

No  change  in  schedule  from  one 
course  to  another  or  from  one  division 
to  another  shall  be  made  within  two 
weeks  preceding  any  regular  scholar- 
ship rating. 

4.  No  conditions,  except  those  due 
to  absence  or  to  late  entrance  to  courses, 
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shall  be  starred.  No  bracketed  con- 
ditions shall  be  reported. 

5.  No  bracketed  passing  grade  shall 
count  as  a condition. 

Dropped  Courses 

C.  1.  A student  who  has  been  ad- 
mitted to  a course,  1)  by  passing  the 
school  entrance  examination  therefor,  2) 
by  college  certificate  giving  credit  to  the 
required  preceding  course  in  this  school. 
3)  by  passing  the  required  preceding 
course  in  this  school,  shall  not  drop 
this  course  except  by  Faculty  vote. 

2.  A student  failing  in  a course  any 
part  of  which  he  has  taken  before  in 
this  school,  shall  not  drop  this  course 
except  by  Faculty  vote. 

3.  A student  shall  not  d'rop  any 
course  after  the  first  week  of  the  win- 
ter term,  except  by  Faculty  vote. 

The  Cum  Laude  Society 

Corresponding  to  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
Society  in  colleges  is  the  preparatory 
school  organization  known  as  the  Cum 
Laude  Society.  Its  aim  is  to  bestow 
recognition  of  high  scholarship  through- 
out the  secondary  schools  of  the  coun^ 
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try.  The  society  was  founded  at  the 
Tome  School  in  1904,  and  has  gradually 
been  enlarged  until  now  many  of  the 
large  prep  schools  have  their  own  chap- 
ters. 

The  requirements  for  election  are,  in 
general,  honor  grades,  these  grades 
being  determined  by  each  individual 
school.  In  Andover  a student  may  be 
elected  after  satisfying  one  of  two 
sets  of  conditions.  A student  who  at  the 
end  of  the  Spring  term  of  his  Senior 
year  has  a general  average  of  85  % 
covering  the  year’s  work,  who  has  an 
average  of  C in  each  individual  sub- 
ject, and  who  has  had  no  rating  mark 
lower  than  a D is  elected  to  the  Society. 
Also  at  the  end  of  the  Fall  term  of  a 
student’s  Senior  year  he  is  elected  to  this 
Society  if  he  has  maintained  the  above 
standard  through  his  entire  Upper 
Middle  year  and  the  Fall  term  of  his 
Senior  year.  Formal  initiation  takes 
place  at  the  Commencement  Exercises. 

Prizes 

As  an  incentive  to  hard  and  persis- 
tent scholastic  work  many  rewards  are 
offered  by  the  Academy.  Three  differ- 
ent types  of  reward  which  are  offered 
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are:  (1)  extra  days  at  the  end  of 

vacation  for  being  on  the  Honor  Roll ; 
(2)  prizes  given  out  at  the  end  of  the 
year  for  proficiency  in  individual  sub- 
jects; (3)  prizes,  trophies,  and  schol- 
arships presented  at  the  end  of  the  year 
on  a variety  of  bases  for  such  things 
as  improvement,  versatility,  attendance, 
and  character. 

It  is  advisable  to  look  up  at  once  a 
detailed  description  of  the  awards  as 
contained  in  the  Academy  Catalogue, 
and  to  keep  them  constantly  in  mind. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  Hop- 
kins Prize,  the  Sullivan  Scholarship, 

the  Fuller  and  Otis  Prizes,  and  the 
Yale  Cup. 

ABSENCES,  EXCUSES,  ETC. 

1.  Each  student  should  keep  an  ac- 
curate record  of  all  his  absences,  in- 
cluding day  and  evening  study-hour 
absences. 

2.  Permission  to  leave  the  bounds 

established  by  the  school  must  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Principal  or  his  ex- 
cusing officer.  Students  must  report 

at  the  school  office  immediately  upon 
their  return  to  Andover.  By  failing 

to  report  promptly  at  the  school,  a stu-

dent  may  forfeit  the  privilege  of  such 
permissions  in  the  future.  The  misuse 
of  this  excuse  calls  for  special  disci- 
pline. A student  absent  from  bounds 
wi'thout  permission  forfeits  his  con- 
nection with  the  school. 

The  school  bounds  are  indicated  on 
the  map , between  pages  22  and  23.  • 

3.  Every  absence  of  a student  from 
recitation,  daily  chapel,  Sunday  service, 
or  from  his  room  during  evening  study 
hours,  is  to  be  accounted  for ; and  ex- 
cuses must  be  secured  in  advance.  In 
case  of  illness,  notice  must  be  sent  at 
once  to  the  Medical  Adviser,  who  in- 
vestigates daily  all  cases  of  illness,  and 
grants  excuses  where  the  conditions 
warrant  them. 

In  case  a student  needs  to  go  below 
Morton  Street  during  study  hours,  he 
should  secure  permission  in  advance 
from  his  division  officer. 

Special  importance  is  attached  to 
meeting  all  appointments  immediately 
preceding  and  following  vacation  and 
recess  periods.  A failure  to  meet  such 
appointments  must  be  regarded  as  a 
serious  offense. 
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No  appointments  may  be  cut  im- 
mediately preceding  or  succeeding  an 
out-of-town  excuse. 

4.  Recitations  missed,  whether  ex- 
cused or  not,  are  to  be  made  up  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  instructors.  A 
failure  to  meet  the  requirements  o,f 
the  instructor  in  making  up  such  ex- 
ercises may  prevent  the  excusing  of 
the  absence. 

5.  Students  are  to  consult  their  class 
officers  in  reference  to  all  changes  in 
their  studies.  Students  rooming  in 
buildings  in  charge  of  resident  teachers 
should  secure  all  day  and  evening 
study-hour  excuses  in  advance  from  the 
teacher  in  charge.  All  others  should 
obtain  their  excuses  in  advance  from 
their  division  officers.  Excuses  should 
be  obtained  and  all  school  business  with 
the  teachers  transacted,  if  possible,  dur- 
ing the  day. 

6.  Absence  marks  are  incurred  for 
all  unexcused  absences  from  required 
school  appointments,  i.e.,  church,  chapel, 
gymnasium,  recitation,  and  school 
study-hours. 

One  absence  mark  is  charged  for 
failure  to  meet  the  above  appointments 
with  the  exception  of  evening  study- 
hours.

A student  absent  from  his  house 
without  excuse  at  any  time  from  8 p.m. 
to  8.30  p.m.  is  charged  one  absence 
mark,  and  at  any  time  from  8.30  p.m. 
to  10  p.m.,  two  absence  marks.  In  case 
of  students  absent  from  their  houses 
after  inspection  has  been  taken  the 
penalty  is  doubled. 

Any  student  absent  from  his  house 
without  excuse  at  any  time  after  10 
p.m.  renders  himself  liable  to  dismissal. 

For  those  on  the  ‘‘No-Excuse”  list 
the  penalty  for  unexcused  absences 
from  study  hours  is  doubled. 

7.  Demerit  marks  are  given  (a)  for 
failure  to  report  in  advance  inability  to 
prepare  the  assigned  lesson,  the  stu- 
dent running  his  chance  of  being  called 
upon  to  recite;  (b)  for  inattention  or 
disorder  which  necessitates  his  with- 
drawal from  classroom;  (c)  for  re- 
ports of  house  disorder  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Faculty;  (d)  for  spe- 
cial offenses  designated  by  Faculty 
vote;  (e)  for  failure  to  keep  room  in 
proper  order. 

8.  The  privilege  of  out-of-bounds 
and  study-hour  excuses,  deluding 
society  excuses,  may  be  withdrawn  by 
Faculty  vote,  where  a student’s  scholar- 
ship is  low  or  it  is  felt  that  such  ex- 
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cuses  are  seriously  interfering  with  the 
regular  work. 

9.  Smoking  is  forbidden  in  public 
places,  on  the  school  grounds  (except, 
in  the  case  of  Seniors,  on  the  terrace 
in  front  of  Bartlet  and  Phillips  Halls), 
in  the  school  buildings  (except  in  Pea- 
body House),  in  boarding  houses  and 
private  houses,  in  stores,  and  in  public 
buildings  in  Andover. 

The  penalty  for  violation  of  the 

smoking  rule  will  be  probation  for 

twelve  weeks,  but  a student  on  pro- 

bation who  violates  this  rule  will  be 
dismissed  from  the  school.  A second 
offense  leads  to  dismissal. 

10.  Warnings  are  sent,  whenever 
possible,  to  parents  and  guardians  of 
students  who  have  on  record  five  marks 
in  either  list,  and  a record  of  eight 

marks  occasions  suspension  or  dismissal 
from  school.  At  the  end  of  a term 
three  marks  are  canceled  from  each 
student’s  absence  list. 

HOUSE  REGULATIONS 

1.  The  school  study-hours  extend 
from  morning  chapel  to  1.00  p.m. ; and 
from  4 to  6 p.m.,  except  on  Wednes- 
days and  Saturdays,  when  day  study- 
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hours  end  at  12  m.,  and  from  8 o’clock 
on  every  evening. 

Students  at  Williams  Hall  report  for 
study-hour  at  7.30  p.m.,  when  the  House 
Master  so  requests. 

2.  During  study-hours,  when  not 
meeting  class-room  appointments,  stu- 
dents are  to  occupy  their  own  rooms, 
engaged  in  preparation  of  school  exer- 
cises. Boys  may  pass  from  room  to 
room  within  their  houses  while  thus  en- 
gaged, in  so  far  as  such  visits  contri- 
bute to  school  work,  and  are  conducted 
in  an  orderly  manner. 

The  playing  of  musical  instruments 
in  dormitories  and  school  houses  dur- 
ing study  hours  is  not  permitted.  At 
the  discretion  of  the  house  officer,  Rule 
2 may  be  waived  on  Saturday  evenings 
and  on  the  evening  before  any  school 
holidav. 

3.  At  ten  o’clock  each  student  is 
to  be  in  his  own  room  and  to  maintain 
such  quiet  as  befits  the  usual  retiring 
hour  of  the  community. 

4.  At  the  close  of  celebrations,  after 
reporting  to  the  school  officials,  stu- 
dents should  report  promptly  to  their 
house-officers  and  those  in  charge  of 
the  private  houses. 
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5.  The  boarding  houses  are  under 
license  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Acad- 
emy, and  the  proprietors  are  expected 
to  assist  the  students  rooming  with 
them  to  observe  the  house  regulations. 
A daily  report  is  sent  to  the  Faculty, 
noting  absence  from  room  during  even- 
ing study  hours,  and  touching  the 
points  mentioned  in  these  regulations. 
These  reports  are  based  upon  the  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  the  landladies  in 
charge  of  the  houses. 

6.  Table-board  transfers  are  allow- 
ed only  at  the  close  of  each  term. 
Transfer  cards,  properly  signed,  must 
be  deposited  at  the  Registrar’s  office 
before  the  close  of  the  term. 

Sections  2 and  9 under  Absences,  Ex- 
cuses, etc.,  and  Sections  3,  5,  and  6 un- 
der House  Regulations,  will  continue 
in  force  for  all  students  remaining  in 
Andover  at  times  when  the  regtula  r 
school  exercises  are  suspended,  and 
daily  reports  are  required  as  at  other 
times. 

Out  of -Town  Excuses 

These  excuses  are  given,  with  few 
exceptions,  on  half-holidays  only,  and 
must  be  secured  during  the  reghlar 
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morning  office  hours.  Report  as  di- 
rected in  person  immediately  after  re- 
turn. Students  are  expected  to  limit 
their  requests  for  out-of-town  excuses 
to  one  a month. 

ELIGIBILITY  RULE 

The  eligibility  rule  as  stated  below 
shall  apply  to  all  students  representing 
the  school  in  any  of  the  following  or- 
ganizations, each  of  which  shall,  for 
the  purpose  of  this  rule,  be  known  as 
a major  organization : all  associations 
comprising  the  Athletic  Association ; 
the  Editorial  Board  of  The  Vagabond, 
of  The  Phillipian,  and  of  the  Pot- 
Pourri;  the  Dramatic  Club,  the  Banjo 
Club,  the  Mandolin  Club;  any  other 
musical  organization  when  appearing 
in  connection  with  any  club  to  which 
the  eligibility  rule  applies. 

1.  No  student  placed  on  scholarship 
probation  during  any  term  shall  repre- 
sent the  school  in  any  major  organ- 
ization for  the  balance  of  that  term. 

2.  No  student  placed  on  scholarship 
probation  or  continued  on  scholarship 
probation  at  the  end  of  any  term  shall 
represent  the  school  in  any  major  or- 
ganization during  the  term  following. 
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3.  A student  placed  on  the  “No- 
Excuse”  list  shall  be  debarred  from  re- 
presenting the  school  in  any  major  or- 
ganization until  removed  from  “No- 
Excuse”  discipline,  except  that  for  a 
period  of  two  weeks  after  the  first  ra- 
ting of  the  fall  term  a student  on  the 
“No-Excuse”  list  may  represent  the 
school  in  all  school  activities.  At  the 
expiration  of  this  period  of  two  weeks, 
the  grades  of  each  student  on  the  “No- 
Excuse”  list  shall  be  reported  at  the 
Registrar’s  office,  and  he  shall  be  re- 
leased from  “No-Excuse”  discipline,  if 
found  to  have  conditions  in  no  more 
than  eight  hours.  If  not  so  released  he 
becomes  ineligible  to  represent  the 
school  in  any  major  organization  until 
removed  from  “No-Excuse”  discipline. 

4.  No  student  placed  on  probation 
for  violation  of  the  smoking  rule  shall 
be  eligible  to  represent  the  school  in 
any  major  organization  during  twelve 
weeks  of  that  probation  period. 

5.  Students  may  be  declared  ineligi- 
ble to  represent  the  school  for  other 
causes  by  special  Faculty  vote. 

6.  A student  dropping  from  any 
regular  Class  IV  subject  into  a special 
division  of  lower  grade  shall  be  ineligi- 


ble  to  represent  the  school  in  any  major 
organization. 

7.  Upon  the  adoption  of  this  rule, 
all  rules  previously  passed  in  regard  to 
eligibility  are  rescinded. 

ORGANIZATIONS 
The  Open  Door  Committee 

The  Open  Door  Committee  was  re- 
organized in  1923.  It  consists  of  five 
members  of  the  Senior  class  who  are 
appointed  by  the  committee  of  fhe  pre- 
vious year  with  the  advice  of  the  sen- 
ior council.  In  the  spring  term  the 
two  members  of  the  Upper  Middle 
class  are  chosen.  These  men  carry  over 
as  the  nucleus  for  the  committee  for 
the  next  year. 

The  work  of  this  committee,  although 
not  very  much  in  evidence,  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  in  the  school  life 
of  Andover.  It  serves  as  a committee 
of  hospitality.  The  committee  cor- 
responds with  the  visiting  athletic  teams 
and  arranges  for  their  meeting  in 
Andover,  transportation  to  the  gym- 
nasium, and  such  entertainment  as  is 
necessary.  Mr.  Lawrence  V.  Roth  is 
the  Faculty  member  of  the  committee. 
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The  Society  of  Inquiry 

The  Society  of  Inquiry  is  the  school's 
student  religious  organization.  It  has 
constantly  striven  to  build  up  and  main- 
tain the  religious  spirit  and  Christian 
influence  in  the  school.  In  the  past 
its  functions  were  purely  religious,  but 
with  the  advance  of  years,  it  has  so 
broadened  its  scope  that  it  now  in- 
cludes many  other  activities  in  its  cur- 
riculum. 

In  the  fall,  it  holds  a drive  for  funds, 
with  which  it  pays  for  some  of  the 
winter  movies,  the  expense  of  visiting 
speakers  and  of  receptions,  and  the 
maintenance  of  various  charities. 

Through  the  Winter  term  of  the 
year,  it  sponsors  the  reception  of  new 
men  in  the  Gymnasium ; and  it  arranges 
talks,  by  various  prominent  men  and  by 
delegations  from  the  different  colleges. 

Philo 

The  Philomathean  Society  is  the  de- 
bating organization  of  the  school. 
During  the  Winter  term  a series  of  de- 
bates is  held,  open  to  all  members  of 
the  school.  Since  each  team  is  com- 
posed of  two  men,  and  debates  once,  an 
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opportunity  is  given  for  many  men  to 
compete  in  this  way.  In  the  Spring 
term  a prize  debate  is  held  for  the 
thirty-dollar  Robinson  Prize.  This  de- 
bate is  always  of  a very  high  standard 
and  arouses  much  interest  throughout 
the  school.  Through  the  medium  of 
Philo  much  valuable  training  in  speak- 
ing and  debating  is  gained. 

The  Athletic  Council 

The  Athletic  Council  is  made  up  of 
the  captains  and  managers  of  all  the 
branches  of  athletics  in  school,  the  Un- 
dergraduate Treasurer,  and  the  Phy- 
sical Director.  Its  powers  are  purely 
advisory;  it  has  no  legislative  or  ex- 
ecutive power. 

Senior  Council 

The  Senior  Council  is  a body  made 
up  of  five  Seniors  selected  according  to 
the  constitution  of  this  body.  Dr. 
Stearns  is  its  supervisor.  It  is  a body 
in  which  questions  of  common  interest 
to  the  Faculty  and  the  student  body  may 
be  freely  discussed. 

Officers  fo  be  elected. 
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The  Advisory  Board 

The  Advisory  Board  is  composed  of 
the  captains  and  managers  of  major 
sports,  the  Undergraduate  Treasurer, 
and  the  Physical  Director.  The  Advis- 
ory Board  has  the  power  of  appointing 
cheer  leaders  and  the  police  force.  It 
also  has  the  direction  of  all  major 
sports. 

THE  PUBLICATIONS 

There  are  four  publications  in  the 
school.  Competitions  are  open  in  some 
cases  to  all  members  of  the  school,  in 
others  to  members  of  designated  classes. 
A very  few  are  limited  to  old  men.  The 
experience  gained  in  these  competitions, 
whether  the  candidate  is  successful  or 
not,  is  worth  the  effort,  and  the  prestige 
of  executive  positions  on  the  boards  is 
well  worth  trying  for.  Elections  in  all 
cases  depend  somewhat  on  merit,  and. 
in  most  cases,  solely  on  merit.  A few 
elections  are  held  by  the  school. 

All  elections  to  the  publication  boards 
and  entrance  in  most  of  the  competitions 
require  the  consent  of  the  Faculty.  A 
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satisfactory  grade  must  be  maintained 
for  a student  to  take  part  in  publication 
activities. 

The  Phillipian 

The  Phillipian , established  in  1878,  i: 
the  official  newspaper  of  the  Academy 
and  is  published  every  Wednesday  and 
Saturday  of  the  school  year. 

Its  personnel  is  divided  into  two 
boards  — the  editorial  board,  which 
looks  after  the  collection  and  presenta- 
tion of  news,  and  the  business  board, 
which  has  charge  of  subscriptions,  cir- 
culation, and  advertisements.  Positions 
on  either  board  are  obtained  by  compe- 
tition. The  nature  of  the  work  in  com- 
peting for  the  editorial  department  is 
that  of  newspaper  reporter  (collecting 
and  writing  news  articles)  together 
with  the  performance  of  certain  nec- 
essary “jobs.”  The  work  in  the  business 
competition  consists  largely  in  obtaining 
advertisements  for  The  Phillipian,  both 
by  writing  and  by  personal  solicitation. 
The  editorial  competitions  last  for  one 
term  each,  any  number  of  men  up  to 
six  being  eligible  for  election.  The 
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business  competitions,  of  which  there 
are  two  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
usually  result  in  the  election  of  four 
men. 

The  first  chance  for  a new  man  to 
compete  for  a position  on  the  board  is 
in  the  business  competition,  for  which 
candidates  will  be  called  shortly  after 
the  opening  of  the  Fall  term;  the  com- 
petition will  last  up  to  the  second  Wed- 
nesday in  February.  The  first  news 
competition  which  new  men  are  allowed 
to  enter  is  in  the  Winter  term. 

The  opportunity  to  compete  for  either 
board  of  The  Phillipian  is  of  great  ad- 
vantage to  both  new  and  old  men.  The 
business  competition  offers  excellent  ex- 
perience in  dealing  with  business  men, 
while  in  “heeling”  the  news  board  a man 
not  only  obtains  excellent  opportunities 
for  writing  clear  and  concise  English, 
■but  he  also  learns  a great  deal  about 
every  phase  of  Andover  life  through 
the  contact  offered.  Men  who  are  not 
especially  proficient  in  athletics,  as  well 
as  lower  classmen,  find  in  it  a satisfy- 
ing undergraduate  activity.  Editor-in-

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The  Pot-Pourri 


The  Pot-Pourri  is  the  academy  an- 
nual, published  towards  the  end  of  each 
Spring  term  by  members  of  the  grad- 
uating class.  It  contains  pictures  of 
all  Seniors  and  Non-Returning  Mid- 
dlers  and  group  pictures  of  all  school 
organizations.  There  are  also  sum- 
maries of  the  year’s  activity  in  each  line 
of  endeavor.  An  interesting  feature  is 
the  statistics  compiled  from  votes  taken 
by  the  Senior  class  concerning  its  esti- 
mation of  members  of  the  class,  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty,  and  various  other 
officers. 


The  Vagabond 


The  Vagabond,  the  literary  magazine 
of  the  school,  was  founded  in  1925  after 
the  discontinuance  of  The  Mirror.  Sev-  ' 
eral  business  competitions  are  held  dur-  i 
ing  the  year.  Five  issues  are  printed 
at  a subscription  price  of  $2.25.  Ed- 
itor-in-Chief,  J.  A.  Lardner,  ’29;  Busi- 
ness Manager,  E.  W.  Bates,  ’28. 
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The  Blue  Book 

The  Blue  Book  was  founded  in  the 
winter  of  1921. 

Its  business  board  is  perpetuated  by 
a competition  open  only  to  Juniors  and 
Lower  Middlers.  The  winner  of  the 
competition  is  elected  Business  Man- 
ager for  the  following  year. 

The  editorial  board  is  open  by  com- 
petition only  to  Upper  Middlers. 

CLUBS 

The  Dramatic  Club 

Because  of  the  full  schedule  of  ac- 
tivities during  the  fall,  the  Dramatic 
Club  will  not  begin  its  work  until 
the  middle  of  the  Winter  term. 
It  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Alan  Heely.  There  will  be,  besides  the 
actors,  departments  for  advertising, 
stage  managing,  costuming,  and  busi- 
ness. 

This  classification  will  induce  a larg- 
er number  of  men  to  try  out  for  dra- 
matics, and  will  give  an  opportunity 
to  those  who  do  not  care  for  acting. 
Mr.  Heely  and  his  officers  will  hold  the 
tryouts,  which  will  be  open  to  all  mem- 
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bers  of  the  school.  The  old  men  of  the 
club  will  have  the  first  opportunity  to 
try  out  for  certain  parts.  This,  how- 
ever, will  be  at  Mr.  Heely’s  discretion 
in  that  he  will  give  the  choice  roles  to 
new  candidates  if  they  show  greater 
talent. 

So  far  it  has  been  usually  advisable 
to  produce  one-act  plays.  The  advan- 
tages of  this  system  are  many:  a larger 
number  of  men  have  a chance  and  a 
more  suitable  variety  can  be  given.  The 
club  has  found  it  necessary  to  have 
managers  to  do  the  outside  work,  and 
these  are  picked  as  a result  of  exam- 
inations. Each  year  at  Commencement 
time  an  evening’s  entertainment  is  given 
by  the  Dramatic  Club. 

The  Literary  Club 

In  January,  1926,  a small  group  of 
undergraduates,  feeling  the  need  of  an 
organization  to  stimulate  artistic  and 
literary  appreciation  and  creative 
ability  in  the  school,  formed  a Literary 
Club.  The  Faculty  passed  the  consti- 
tution submitted,  and  thru  the  kindness 
of  Mr.  Sawyer  and  the  Trustees, 
quarters  were  provided  and  renovated 
in  the  former  music  building.  Frater- 
nity priviliges  were  then  granted. 
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The  Radio  Club 


The  Radio  Club,  1SW,  is  an  organi- 
zation devoted  entirely  to  amateur  ex- 
perimental transmission,  and  the  bring- 
ing together  of  all  licensed  operators 
in  school.  The  activities  of  the  club 
are  directed  solely  towards  research 
and  experiments  on  the  short  waves. 
Regular  communication  is  maintained 
with  all  European  countries,  and  fre- 
quently contact  is  made  with  Australia. 
Recently  signals  have  been  exchanged 
with  Arctic  expeditions,  both  at  the 
North  and  South  Poles.  Those  who 
wish  to  join,  whether  licensed  or  not, 
should  see  the  president,  John  M. 
Murray,  ’29. 

The  Peabody  Club 

The  Peabody  House  Club  is  com- 
posed of  all  those  who  pay  the  one  dol- 
lar fee.  This  entitles  them  to  the 
Privileges  of  the  lower  floor  of  the  Pea- 
body House,  with  its  newspapers,  period- 
icals, card  tables,  and  smoking  privi- 
lege. The  club  was  also  voted  by  the 
Faculty  last  year  two  late  nights  a 
month,  that  is, — the  ability  to  stay  open 
till  11  o’clock  two  Saturdays  each 
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month  throughout  the  year.  Student 
officers  are  elected  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  The  club-room,  in  charge  of 
Mr.  Coleman,  is  open  the  following 
hours:  1.30-4,  6.15-8,  (Mon.  Tue.  Thur. 
Fri.)  ; 1.30-5,  6.30-8,  (Wed.  Sat.)  ; and 
8.30-1,  2.30-5,  6.30-8,  (Sun.). 

The  Chets  Club 

Anyone  in  the  school  who  is  interested 
in  chess  may  join  the  Chess  Club.  In 
the  winter  term  meetings  are  held  once 
a week  during  which  chess  is  played 
and  discussed.  During  the  course  of 
the  term  a tournament  is  carried  on 
to  determine  the  rankings  of  the  players 
and  to  select  a team  to  play  Exeter.  Any 
member  who  is  ranked  lower  than  an- 
other member  may  challenge  that  mem- 
ber at  any  meeting  of  the  club.  Mr. 
Barss  is  the  Faculty  adviser,  and  the 
President,  E.  N.  Poore,  ’28. 

The  Library 

The  library  consists  at  present  of  ap- 
proximately nineteen  thousand  vol- 
umes. The  reference  books  are  nu- 
merous, and  besides  the  daily  papers, 
standard  periodicals  are  regularly  re- 
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ceived.  The  library  purchases  during 
the  year  more  than  eight  hundred 
yolumes ; in  this,  it  has  been  greatly 
helped  by  various  funds  established  in 
the  past.  With  the  exception  of  Sat- 
urday afternoon,  tteh  library  is  open 
at  all  hours.  A list  of  funds  follows :

The  Church  of  Christ  in  Phillips 
Academy  is  undenominational,  having 
for  its  membership  the  Faculty  families 
and  the  students.  Those  who  are  church 
members  at  home  may  become  tem- 
porary members,  while  others  are 
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merely  asked  to  make  a sincere  “declar- 
ation of  Christian  purpose.”  There  are 
ten  deacons : four  from  the  Faculty,  four 
Seniors,  and  two  Upper  Middlers.  Five 
communion  services  are  held  during  the 
year,  at  which  times  new  members  may 
be  received.  Mr.  J.  L.  Phillips  is  the 
Clerk  of  the  Church.
